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REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Easton  : — As  another  School  year  draws 
to  a  close,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee 
to  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the* 
Public  Schools  that  have  been  under  their  superintendence. 
Having  endeavored  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  under  the 
increased  responsibilities  of  the  past  year,  and  the  special  diffi- 
culties pertaining  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  system,  they  now 
present  the  following  Report : — 

The  number  of  Public  Schools  in  Easton  is  16. 

The  number  of  different  Teachers  employed  during  the  year 
is  21 ;  of  these  6  are  males  and  15  are  females. 

The  number  of  children  in  Town  between  5  and  15  years  of 
age,  as  reported  by  the  Assessors,  May  1,  1869,  is  734. 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  on  the  several  Registers  is 
734  ;  of  whom  4  were  under  five  and  54  were  over  fifteen  years 
of  age. 

The  per  centage  of  all  children  within  the  legal  ages,  attend- 
ing School  during  the  year,  is  .92. 

The  whole  amount  of  compensation  paid  to  male  Teachers  dur- 
ing the  year  is  $1,992.75.    Average  per  month  $55.83. 

The  whole  amount  of  compensation  paid  to  female  Teachers, 
during  the  year  is  $2,135.25.    Average  per  month  $29.22. 

The  uniform  length  of  the  Common  Schools  is  twenty-six 
weeks,  except  in  No.  5,  where  the  Summer  Term  suffered  inter- 
ruption. 
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The  so  called  "  District  System "  being  abolished  by  vote  of 
the  town  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March,  and  subsequently  by 
the  state  legislature,  new  school  arrangements  became  necessary, 
in  regard  to  which  a  wise  and  liberal  policy  has  been  pursued. 
The  new  and  beautiful  edifice  erected  by  the  Messrs.  Ames  for 
the  use  of  District  No.  7,  and  partially  completed  when  the  dis- 
tricts ceased  to  be  separate  organizations,  has  been  accepted  by 
the  town  and  occupied  for  a  part  of  the  year.  In  addition  to 
this,  two  new  school-houses  have  been  built — one  in  District  No.  2 
to  replace  the  ancient  and  dilapidated  structure  ;  the  other  in  No. 
11,  with  accommodatipns  for  two  schools,  for  the  use  of  former 
districts,  4,  5  and  11,  consolidated  by  vote  of  the  town,  March  1, 
1869 ;  both  of  which  are  neat  and  convenient,  reflecting  credit 
u^pon  the  building  Committee.  The  school-house  in  No.  3  has 
been  remodelled  and  fitted  with  new  and  modern  furniture.  A  pro- 
posed change  in  Districts  6  and  10,  was  deferred  and  awaits  fur- 
ther action  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

It  is  impossible  as  yet,  in  the  confusion  of  change,  to  form  an 
impartial  judgment  of  the  benefits,  or  otherwise,  of  the  new  sys- 
tem ;  nor  can  it  be  expected  that  a  single  season  should  find  all 
things  working  smoothly  and  in  order.  Experiments  must  be 
tried  and  mistakes  corrected  before  we  can  determine  what  is 
best  to  do  and  the  best  way  of  doing  it.  The  duties  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  been  greatly  enlarged,  and  they  do  not  claim  to  have 
avoided  all  errors. 

Knowing  the  readiness  of  their  fellow-citizens,  heretofore,  to 
act  liberally  in  the  matter  of  education,  the  Committee  urge  the 
wisdom  and  expediency  of  a  yet  farther  effort,  to  increase  the 
length  of  our  Common  Schools,  by  maintaining  three  terms,  of 
eleven  or  twelve  weeks  each,  in  a  year  ;  thereby  increasing  in  a 
much  greater  ratio  their  prosperity  and  efficiency.  From  a  some- 
what careful  estimate  the  Committee  believe  that  the  sum  of 
$5200.00  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  three  School  Terms  of 
eleven  weeks,  in  each  of  the  districts  in  town,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  this  sum  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  support  of 
Public  Schools,  besides  the  High  School ;  and  that  the  High 
School  have  the  same  amount  appropriated  as  last  year.  The 


benefits  resulting  from  the  maintenance  of  three  terms  will  be 
much  greater  than  from  a  lengthening  of  the  present  terms,  even 
to  the  same  gross  amount,  for  several  reasons.  First,  prolong- 
ing the  Summer  and  Winter  Schools,  carries  them  into  the  ex- 
treme weather  of  July  and  August,  or  the  stormy  days  and  bad 
travelling  of  early  Spring.  Second,  Teachers  and  Scholars  lose 
spirit  and  interest  toward  the  close  of  a  long  term,  many  of  the 
latter  leave  school,  and,  finally,  when  the  end  comes,  books  and 
habits  of  mental  application  are  laid  aside  so  completely  and  for 
so  long  a  space  that  much  time  is  lost  in  picking  up  and  joining 
the  broken  threads  of  study.  Third,  the  services  of  our  best 
Teachers  are  not  retained  at  present  because  they  prefer  to  go 
where  permanent  employment  can  be  obtained,  even  at  a  less 
rate  of  wages.  With  three  terms,  commencing  about  the  middle 
of  April,  and  in  the  early  part  of  September  and  December,  our 
schools  would  enjoy  tfre  most  pleasant  and  favorable  seasons  of 
the  year,  with  a  proper  division  of  vacation  time. 

As  the  additional  expense  thus  incurred  may  have  weight  in 
determining  this  matter,  it  may  be  proper  to  give  some  state- 
ments compiled  from  the  last  published  Report  of  the  State  Board. 
Easton  appropriated  $4,261  for  each  scholar  for  the  year.  The 
average  of  Bristol  County  was  $6.25 ;  of  the  19  towns,  16  appro- 
priating more  and  2  appropriating  less  per  scholar  than  our  own. 
The  per  centage  of  taxable  property  appropriated  for  schools  in 
Bristol  County  was  .00243,  it  being  greater  in  10  Counties  and 
less  in  3  Counties  of  the  State.  This  per  centage  in  Easton  was 
.00155,  only  1  town  in  the  County  and  20  tow'ns  in  the  State, 
showing  a  less  percentage.  The  average  in  the  State  is  about  .003. 
It  appears  from  these  figures  that  our  appropriation  may  be  in- 
creased fifty  per  cent  without  exceeding  the  average  of  other 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth,  allowing  for  the  advance  of  last 
year.  The  Committee  hope  that  this  subject  will  be  fully  con- 
sidered and  discussed,  and  wisely  acted  upon  at  the  coming  town 
meeting. 

The  erection  of  new  school  buildings  gives  occasion  for  a  sug- 
gestion in  regard  to  their  proper  use  and  care.  Already,  we  are 
sorry  to  see,  the  marks  of  destructiveness  appear  upon  the 
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newest.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  scholars  would  wilfully  and 
wantonly  deface  with  knife  or  pencil,  or  missile,  the  temples  of 
learning  which  it  should  be  their  pride  to  maintain  in  order  and 
purity ;  but  if  there  are  such  they  are  warned  of  the  liability  they 
incur  and  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  to  trace  such  vandalism 
to  its  author  and  apply  the  remedy. 

One  of  the  foremost  evils  under  which  our  schools  suffer  is  that 
of  truancy,  or  absenteeism  for  the  slightest  reasons,  or  even  at 
the  will  of  the  child.  Those  who  think  that  a  lost  half- clay,  or  a 
half-hour  late,  is  a  matter  of  no  moment,  do  not  realize  how 
much  such  irregularity  breaks  up  the  order  of  instruction,  and 
retards,  not  only  the  progress  of  an  individual,  but  of  the  whole 
class.  In  one  of  our  schools  during  a  single  term  some  dozens 
of  excuses  accumulated  in  the  teacher's  drawer,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing are  samples  :  "  Please  excuse   for  being  late,  as  he 

went  to  the  pond  at  noon."    "  Please  excuse   for  absence 

this  forenoon  as  he  has  gone  to  get  the  horse  shod  and  may  not 
return  in  season."  Of  course  he  would  not  return  in  season  with 
such  a  note  in  his  pocket.  If  parents  are  thus  indifferent  in  the 
matter  of  punctuality,  and  allow  the  most  trivial  causes  to  justify 
them  in  keeping  their  children  from  school,  what  can  we  expect 
from  the  children  themselves.  Another  form  of  the  same  evil 
lies  in  allowing  scholars  to  leave  school  a  week  or  two,  or  a  few 
days,  before  the  close,  to  avoid  examination,  or  for  other  cause 
equally  trivial.  This  practice  is  a  wrong  to  the  child,  the  school 
and  the  teacher,  and  to.be  strongly  condemned.  Actual  truancy 
is  for  the  most  part  confined  to  the  North  Easton  schools,  and 
can  be  checked  only  through  a  resort  to  the  remedy  provided  by 
law. 

With  these  general  remarks,  we  pass  to  the  special  report  of 
the  several  schools. 
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High  School. 

The  number  in  attendance  upon  the  High  School  has  been 
small  throughout  the  year,  it  being  so  located  that  few  beside 
those  in  its  immediate  vicinity  could  avail  themselves  of  its  op- 
portunities during  either  term.  The  disadvantages  of  a  peripa- 
tetic school,  and  the  impossibility  of  such  being  a  "  High  School," 
in  any  proper  sense  of  the  word,  must  be  experimentally  evident 
to  all.  Its  peculiar  benefits  are  altogether  lost.  No  continued 
course  of  study  can  be  pursued,  much  less  completed ;  and  many 
pupils  at  the  close  of  the  term  are  deprived  of  instruction  for  a 
season,  or  must  return  to  the  common  school,  with  its  limited 
facilities  which  they  ought  to  have  exhausted  before  going  up 
higher.  The  committee  do  not  propose  to  recommend  any 
course  of  action  in  this  matter,  believing  thatf  as  a  practical  ques- 
tion, it  appeals  to  the  common  sense  of  every  citizen. 

The  first  and  second  terms  were  at  North  Easton  with  an  at- 
tendance of  twenty-six  and  twenty-three  scholars,  who  evinced  a 
commendable  interest  and  ambition ;  several  of  them  following 
the  school  to  South  Easton,  during  the  third  or  Fall  term.  The 
winter  Term  at  the  Furnace  Village  numbered  only  seventeen 
scholars,  this  scanty  attendance  being  attributable  to»  the  season 
of  the  year  and  the  session  of  other  schools.  The  whole  number 
of  different  scholars  during  the  year  is  fifty-eight,  of  which  three 
were  for  three  terms,  and  twenty-three  for  two  terms.  The 
annexed  table  shows  attendance  from  different  districts,  the 
average,  <fec,  of  each  session. 
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District  No.  1. 

For  the  Summer  Term  of  this  school  the  Committee  had  hoped 
and  expected,  until  the  time  drew  near  for  commencing,  to  secure 
the  Teacher  of  the  previous  year.  The  one  finally  employed, 
although  previously  successful,  and  since,  as  we  understand,  win- 
ning a  good  report  in  a  neighboring  town,  did  not  succeed  here  in 
obtaining  the  affection  and  respect  of  her  pupils,  or  the  confidence 
of  their  parents,  to  that  extent  which  the  prosperity  of  a  schooJ 
demands.  We  cannot  regard  the  term  as  other  than  a  failure 
The  winter  school  has  been  faithfully  taught,  and,  making  allow- 
ance for  inexperience,  with  good  results.  The  Committee  ob- 
served somewhat  of  a  lack  of  system  and  order  in  government 
and  too  much  liberty  in  the  asking  of  questions  in  and  out  of 
season.  Considering  the  large  proportion  of  small;*- children,  a 
female  Teacher  possessed  of  the  requisite  qualifications,  is,  in  our 
opinion,  best  adapted  to  the  wants  of  this  district.  Ella  F.  Drake 
and  Frederic  Greenleaf,  we  name  here  as  having  but  one  mark 
each  for  unpunctuality. 

District  No.  2. 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  this  School.  The  Teacher  has 
had  charge  throughout  the  year,  and  it  may  be  said  that  her 
methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  call  for  no  criticism.  Not 
only  has  the  order  been  good,  but  the  scholars  seemed  to  be  at- 
tending to  their  lessons,  and  the  recitations  showed  careful  and 
thorough  analysis  of  principles.  Stillness  and  regularity  in  the 
passing  of  classes  to  and  from  their  seats  was  a  marked  feature. 
The  attendance  has  been  very  good.  Minnie  L.  Packard,  Fred- 
eric Pool  and  Liston  Clapp,  had  each  but  one  mark  for  absence 
or  tardiness. 

District  No.  3. 

This  School  deserves  equal  credit  with  the  last.  Fidelity  and 
skill  have  characterized  its  management  in  an  eminent  degree. 
The  Committee  particularly  noticed  the  reading,  as  remarkably 
free  from  the  usual  school  room  tone,  even  in  the  case  of  youngest 
readers.    In  all  the  exercises  a  life  and  interest  were  manifest, 
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which  give  assurance  af  progress.  Some  attention  was  paid  to 
drawing  and  sketching,  and  several  of  the  scholars  attained  to 
considerable  proficiency  in  this  pleasing  and  useful  art. 

District  No.  4. 

This  has  ceased  to  be  a  separate  district,  and  the  Committee 
are  quite  willing  to  leave  the  single  Term  of  school  in  the  old 
school-house  among  things  of  the  past. 

District  No.  5. 

The  Summer  Term  was  commenced  with  few  scholars,  on  ac- 
count of  illness  prevailing  in  the  neighborhood,  and  the  Com- 
mittee, satisfied  that  it  would  be  profitless  to  continue,  closed  the 
school  during  the  second  week. 

District.  No.  6. 

The  Teacher  of  the  Summer  Term  lacked  nothing  of  literary 
qualifications  and  brought  to  her  work  an  earnest  desire  to  pro- 
mote the  best  interests  of  the  school ;  and  if  she  did  not  succeed 
to  the  extent  of  her  own  and  the  Committee's  hopes,  it  was  not 
from  neglect  or  want  of  effort  on  her  part,  but  from  causes  which 
experience  will  remove.  The  Winter  Term  has  been  small  in 
numbers,  but  the  Committee  are  happy  to  express  their  conviction 
that  it  has  been  both  pleasant  and  profitable.  The  labors  of  the 
Teacher  are  worthy  of  highest  commendation,  and  their  reward 
is  a  gratifying  success.  The  attendance  toward  the  close  was  in- 
terrupted by  illness  in  the  District. 

District  No.  7. 

A  new  arrangement  of  the  schools  in  this  district  was  made  in 
June,  upon  the  occupancy  of  the  new  school  house ;  increasing 
the  number  of  departments  to  six,  and  promoting  assistant  teach- 
ers to  the  charge  of  separate  rooms.  The  removal  from  the 
former  inadequate  accommodations  to  the  spacious,  well-venti- 
lated and  comfortable  quarters  now  provided,  is  an  occasion  of 
congratulation  to  the  children  of  the  district;  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  familiarity  with  graceful  arid  beautiful  surroundings 
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may  exert  a  needed  influence  upon  the  manners  and  general  de- 
portment of  the  many  who  come  little  in  contact  with  refining 
influences  elsewhere.  The  eyil  of  truancy  is  here  great  and 
growing,  and  calls  for  some  preventive  action. 

The  Grammar  Department  which  continued  under  the  faithful 
and  efficient  management  of  Mr.  Howard,  has  progressed  as 
steadily  as  the  character  and  variety  of  its  elements  would  allow ; 
and  the  Committee  have  been  pleased  to  observe  the  pleasant  re- 
lation existing  between  teacher  and  scholars.  The  constant  and 
judicious  use  of  the  blackboard,  the  practice  in  vocal  music,  and 
the  rational  method  of  drill  in  spelling,  are  worthy  of  special 
mention.  This  school  has  not  always  exhibited  that  appearance 
of  order  which  consists  in  a  death-like  stillness  and  clock-work 
regularity  of  movement,  to  obtain  which  the  main  business  of  in- 
struction is  sometimes  sacrificed,  but  it  was  always  under  control 
and  no  real  infraction  of  discipline  permitted. 

The  First  Intermediate  Department  was  during  the.  year,  in 
charge  of  Miss  Mary  F.  Bliss,  who  after  two  years  service,  now 
retires  from  the  Teacher's  desk,  leaving  behind  her  sincere* 
regrets,  and  taking  with  her  the  commendation  which  her  constant 
fidelity  and  success  have  fairly  won.  In  discipline  she  placed  her 
school  in  the  first  rank,  and  all  that  patience  and  industry  could 
accomplish,  appeared  in  the  results  of  her  teaching. 

The  Second  Intermediate  has  also  been  for  two  years  under  the 
care  of  its  faithful  Teacher,  of  whose  success  the  Committee  have 
had  ever  to  speak  in  high  terms,  and  this  year  is  no  exception. 
Order  and  precision  characterize  all  the  exercises  of  her  school. 
The  first  class  afforded  some  excellent  specimens  of  reading. 
Singing  was  made  a  frequent  and  pleasant  relaxation  of  study. 

The  Upper  Primary  Department  has  prospered  in  charge  of 
Miss  Sarah  E.  Spaulding  who,  commencing  as  an  assistant 
Teacher,  has  advanced  to  her  present  position,  proving  herself 
capable  and  efficient.  Miss  Spaulding  at  the  close  of  the  year  re- 
linquished the  situation  she  has  so  well  filled. 

The  Primary  and  Sub-primary  Departments  are  not  the  least 
attractive  and  interesting,  as  they  are  by  no  means  last  in  impor- 
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tance  ;  since  it  is  here  that  a  foundation  is  laid  for  all  subsequent 
advancement.  The  qualifications  for  a  successful  Primary  Teach- 
er are  rare,  and  the  Committee  consider  these  schools  fortunate 
in  the  selections  made.  Any  comparison  of  schools  where  the 
merits  are  so  evenly  balanced  would  be  "  odious." 

District  No.  8. 

The  Summer  Term  maintained  the  former  good  reputation  of 
the  School.  The  average  attendance  for  some  reason  was  low, 
being  but  .74.  The  Winter  term  presented  an  excellent  appear- 
ance when  visited  by  the  Committee,  and  with  a  large  average  of 
attendance,  gave  evidence  of  faithful  and  diligent  application  on 
the  part  of  Teacher  and  scholars.  Promptness  and  decision  in 
questions  and  answers  was  a  noticeable  feature  in  the  school,  the 
principal  fault  being  want  of  fulness  of  voice  in  some  cases. 
Louisa  Gr.  Marshall  and  Romeo  A.  Forbes,  failed  of  being  in  the 
list  of  constant  attendants  by  only  one  mark  each. 

District  No.  9. 

This  School  is  wanting  in  elements,  which  no  labor  of  the  com- 
mittee can  supply.  A  great  diversity  of  ages  is  represented,  but 
the  grade  of  scholarship  is  low,  and  we  fear  there  is  not  a  "  zeal 
of  knowledge  "  that  will  tend  to  bring  it  up  to  a  high  rank.  The 
instruction  has  been  thorough  and  faithful.  During  the  Winter 
Term  the  attendance  of  several  lads  farther  advanced  in  stature 
than  in  manners,  has  made  the  Teacher's  position  somewhat  try- 
ing, yet  the  school  at  all  times  when  visited  by  the  Committee  has 
presented  a  quiet  and  orderly  appearance. 

District  No.  10. 

The  Teacher  of  the  Summer  School  was  young  and  without  ex- 
perience, and  notwithstanding  excellent  literary  qualifications, 
and  entire  devotedness  to  her  work,  did  not  achieve  the  desired 
success.  We  believe,  however,  that  with  added  experience  and 
under  more  favorable  circumstances,  a  better  result  awaits  her 
efforts.  The  School  during  the  Winter  Term  would  not  be  recog- 
nized for  the  same.    Order  and  thoroughness  were  visible  in 
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every  department.  The  number  in  attendance  is  quite  large,  in- 
cluding several  children  from  Sharon,  and  the  average  very  fair. 
Susan  Tisdale,  Josephine  Allen,  Horace  Allen  and  Andrew 
Randall,  were  absent  or  tardy  only  one  half-day. 

District  No.  11. 

The  Schools  formerly  in  Districts  four  and  five  have  been 
united  with  this,  forming  two  Departments,  in  the  convenient  and 
tasteful  building  erected  the  past  season.  The  upper  department 
as  well  as  the  summer  term  in  this  district,  has  been  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Lothrop  whose  energy  and  faculty  of  instruction  have  secured 
good  results.  There  is  no  favoritism  in  this  school,  and  an  im- 
partial discipline  has  gained  generally  the  respect  and  good-will 
of  the  pupils. 

The  lower  department  requires  much  patient  labor  and  pains  to 
bring  it  up  to  a  proper  standard.  A  special  training  is  required 
in  order  to  teach,  with  the  best  results,  a  school  of  this  class ;  in 
which  there  should  be  much  of  oral  instruction  in  a  manner  to 
develop  the  thinking  and  reasoning  faculties,  and  general  class 
exercises  to  win  the  attention  and  interest  of  the  children.  We 
hope  for  much  improvement  in  the  future. 

In  closing  their  Report  the  Committee'  ask  of  every  citizen  to 
consider  carefully  its  suggestions  and  be  prepared  to  act  dispas- 
sionately and  independently  upon  whatever  proposition  relating 
to  schools  may  come  before  the  Town  at  its  Annual  Meeting.

REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  op  Easton  : 

The  School  Committee  of  Easton  having  attended  to  their 
duties  for  the  past  year,  present  the  following  Report. 

The  number  of  Public  Schools  in  Easton  is  seventeen,  being  a 
gain  of  one  (in  No.  7)  over  last  year. 

The  number  of  different  teachers  employed  during  the  year  is 
twenty-two  ;  of  these,  there  were  three  males  and  nineteen  females. 

The  number  of  children  in  town  between  five  and  fifteen  years 
of  age,  as  reported  by  the  Assessors  May  1,  1870,  is  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty. 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  on  the  school  registers  is 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  ;  of  whom  eleven  were  under  five 
and  sixty-two  over  fifteen  years  of  age. 

The  per  centage  of  all  children  within  the  legal  ages  attending 
school  during  the  year,  is  nine- tenths. 

The  uniform  length  of  the  Common  Schools  has  been  thirty- 
three  weeks,  except  in  Nos.  6  and  10,  where  a  delay  occurred, 
which  will  be  explained  in  this  Report. 

The  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  by  uniting 
Districts  No.  4,  5  and  11,  some  change  in  the  numbering  of  the 
Districts  seems  called  for.  To  go  on  designating  what  is  now  only 
one  District  by  these  three  numbers,  is  not  simple  and  systematic. 
The  best  plan  appears  to  be  to  call  this,  Union  District  No.  4, — 
to  change  the  Pequanticut  District  from  No.  6  to  No.  5,  and  the 
Bay  Road  District  from  No.  10  to  No.  6.  There  would  then  be 
but  nine  Districts  in  name,  as  there  are  but  nine  in  reality.  To 
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this  it  is  objected  that  the  School  Districts  correspond  to  the  Road 
Districts,  and  that  the  different  numbering  would  create  confusion. 
If,  however,  the  Road  Districts  were  made  to  conform  in  numbers 
to  the  School  Districts,  this  objection  would  be  met,  and  the  citi- 
zens would  soon  get  accustomed  to  the  change.  With  this  sug- 
gestion the  Committee  leave  the  matter  with  the  town,  and  in  this 
Report  will  use  the  established  numbers. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  of  last  year,  it  was  voted  to  unite  Dis- 
tricts No.  6  and  No.  10,  and  to  move  the  School  House  then  at 
the  Furnace  Village  to  the  site  of  the  Bay  Road  School  building, 
for  their  use.  One  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  pay  for 
the  transportation  of  the  scholars  of  No.  6  to  this  school  house. 
It  was  expected  that  the  new  building  would  have  been  moved 
and  ready  for  occupancy  in  season  for  the  Fall  term.  But  this 
expectation  was  not  realized,  and  the  Fall  term  was  postponed, 
and  finally  omitted  altogether.  But,  meantime,  by  the  moving 
in  of  new  families,  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  Pequanticut 
District  had  considerably  increased,  and  a  school  was  greatly 
needed  for  them. 

Accordingly,  the  School  Committee,  acting  under  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Selectmen,  had  the  school  house,  at  a  small  cost, 
sufficiently  repaired  to  render  it  habitable,  and  opened  a  school 
in  it  Nov.  9,  with  an  attendance  of  thirty-three  scholars.  Three 
weeks  after  this,  the  other  school  house  was  made  ready  and 
school  commenced  there  also. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  No.  6  was,  however,  so  much  larger 
than  when  the  vote  uniting  the  two  Districts  was  passed,— they 
seemed  to  be  doing  so  well,  and  the  season  was  so  far  advanced, 
that  your  Committee,  feeling  certain  of  the  advisability  of  such  a 
course,  took  the  responsibility  of  continuing  the  two  schools  as 
heretofore.  The  number  of  school-weeks  enjoyed  by  these  two 
Districts  is  fewer  than  that  of  the  others,  on  account  of  the  omis- 
sion of  the  Fall  term.  But  these  schools  will  be  continued  until 
the  last  of  March,  in  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to  make  up  for  this 
deficiency. 
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The  School  Committee  call  special  attention  to  the  gain  of 
scholars  in  No.  6,  in  order  to  influence  the  action  of  the  citizens 
concerning  the  school  and  school  house  there. 

In  the  Summer  term  of  1869  there  were  twenty  names  on  the 
register,  and  in  the  winter  term  only  fifteen.  It  was  owing  to 
this  small  number  of  scholars  tha/fc  it  was  voted  to  unite  this  and 
the  Bay  Road  District.  But  since  that  time  the  number  of  schol- 
ars in  attendance  on  that  school  has  more  than  doubled.  The 
Spring  term  of  1870  had  thirty-one  scholars,  and  the  Winter  term 
(still  in  session)  has  thirty-three  scholars,  against  fifteen  in  the 
corresponding  term  of  the  year  before.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, it  would  certainly  be  unwise  to  give  up  this  school,  and 
resort  to  the  troublesome  and  disagreeable  expedient  of  trans- 
porting this  large  number  of  scholars  to  the  Bay  Road  school 
house.  Beside  this,  the  union  of  these  two  schools  would  give 
one  school  of  seventy  scholars,  which  would  necessitate  the  em- 
ployment of  an  assistant  teacher,  which,  added  to  the  cost  of 
carrying  the  Pequanticut  scholars  to  and  from  school,  as  proposed 
last  year,  would  make  this  a  more  expensive  arrangement  than 
the  continuance  of  separate  schools,  as  heretofore. 

We  therefore  strongly  recommend  that  these  Districts  should 
remain  distinct.  But  if  this  is  done,  then  the  welfare  and  com- 
fort of  the  scholars,  as  well  as  the  credit  of  our  town,  demand 
either  that  a  new  school  house  be  immediately  erected,  or  that 
the  present  dilapidated  structure,  which  is  an  eye-sore  to  persons 
of  good  taste,  should  be  thoroughly  remodelled.  Some  action  of 
the  citizens  is  called  for  upon  this  subject  at  the  approaching 
Town  Meeting,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  last  remaining  ves- 
tige of  the  old-time  school  house  will  give  place  to  one  which  may 
favorably  compare  with  the  pleasant  and  comfortable  edifices  in 
the  other  Districts. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  table  appended  to  this  Report  that  the 
number  of  terms  has  been  increased  from  two  to  three.  This 
became  advisable  because  by  the  increased  appropriation  of  last 
year  it  was  possible  to  have  thirty-three  school-weeks,  being  an 
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increase  of  seven  over  the  year  before.  The  advantages  of  three 
short  over  two  long  terms  were  carefully  summed  up  in  the  School 
Report  of  last  year,  and  have  been  proved  by  actual  experience. 
Much  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  concerning  this  additional 
number  of  weeks  of  school,  and  the  School  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  appropriation  for  the  coming  year  be  so  far 
increased  as  to  allow  thirty-six  school-weeks  each  year,  or  three 
terms  of  twelve  weeks  each.  For  this  purpose,  $5,800  will  be 
required  for  the  Common  Schools,  and  $1,200  (as  heretofore)  for 
the  High  School.  As  money  can  hardly  be  better  used  than  when 
judiciously  expended  for  educational  purposes,  we  trust  the  citi- 
zens will  respond  to  this  suggestion  of  an  increased  appropriation 
as  generously  and  willingly  as  they  have  done  in  former  years 
Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  carefully  prepared  detailed 
statement  of  the  various  school  expenditures,  in  order  to  show 
to  those  desiring  to  know  it,  the  exact  use  which  the  Committee 
has  made  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  charge. 

Many  of  the  schools  have  been  made  more  than  ordinarily 
interesting  by  the  success  which  the  scholars  have  attained  in 
singing.  Nothing  relieves  the  tedium  of  the  regular  routine,  so 
tiresome  and  distressing,  particularly  to  young  scholars,  more 
than  an  occasional  song.  Singing  in  the  Public  Schools  not  only 
affords  pleasant  relaxation  to  teachers  and  scholars,  but  has  a 
refining  influence  on  the  tastes  and  feelings,  and  it  develops  the 
latent  musical  talents  of  many  who  otherwise  would  "  never  sing, 
and  die  with  all  their  music  in  them."  But  the  observation  of 
the  Committee  convinces  them  that  this  important  exercise  can 
be  successful  only  where  accompanied  by  a  musical  instrument, 
The- singing  in  schools,  furnished  with  such  an  accompaniment, 
presents  a  very  marked  contrast  with  that  in  those  which  are  not 
so  fortunately  provided  for.  Any  one  accustomed  to  visit  schools 
must  have  frequently  noticed  how  exercises  in  vocal  music  seem 
to  waken  up  and  put  a  new  spirit  into  the  scholars,  and  make  the 
school  as  much  more  attractive  to  them  as  it  is  more  interesting 
to  visitors.  To  promote  this  end  should  therefore  be  the  care  of. 
all  those  who  desire  successful  and  pleasant  schools  ;  and  they 
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could  do  this  in  no  surer  way  than  by  securing  for  every  school 
room  in  town  a  suitable  instrument,  a  melodeon,  or,  better  yet, 
a  cabinet  organ.  Af  North  Easton,  three  instruments  have  been 
given  to  the  schools  by  private  individuals  ;  and  if,  in  each  dis- 
trict, the  parents  of  the  scholars  would  unite  their  means  and 
efforts,  every  school  in  town  might  be  thus  provided  for,  with  but 
a  slight  expense  to  any  one  person.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
suggestion  will  immediately  be  acted  upon,  as  it  will  certainly  be 
of  great  benefit  to  our  schools. 

There  is  one  source  of  trouble  and  annoyance  which  deserves 
mention  in  this  Report,  because  it  grows  chiefly  out  of  the  thought- 
lessness of  parents,  who  may,  perhaps,  only  need  to  have  the  subject 
mentioned  in  order  to  avoid  it.  Many  parents  make  complaints  of 
teachers,  and  severely  criticise  and  condemn  them,  on  no  other 
foundation  than  the  statement  of  a  child,  whose  misconduct  may 
have  secured  for  him  a  severe  punishment.  The  observation  of 
the  Committee  justifies  them  in  asserting  that  in  a  large  majority 
of  instances  the  child  is  in  the  wrong  and  the  teacher  in  the  right. 
Teachers  will,  of  course,  sometimes  make  mistakes,  and  they  are 
probably  as  willing  to  acknowledge  them  as  any  other  class  of 
individuals.  What  we  would  advise  is  this  :  that  parents  whose 
children  make  charges  against  a  teacher,  should  go  to  the  teacher 
and  endeavor  to  see  both  sides  of  the  case  before  passing  judg- 
ment, and,  without  sufficient  cause,  injuring  his  orher  good  repu- 
tation and  influence.  Thus,  two  complaints  have  been  made 
against  a  teacher,  for  throwing  a  scholar  upon  the  floor  and  kick- 
ing or  beating  him  while  prostrate.  By  inquiry,  the  Committee 
learned  that  in  one  instance  a  disobedient  boy  attempted  to  seize 
or  strike  a  female  teacher  in  the  act  of  punishing  him,  and  as  a 
means  of  defence  he  was  tripped  upon  the  floor, — for  the  other 
charge  there  was  no  foundation  whatever.  Justice  to  the  teachers 
and  a  proper  regard  for  their  influence,  demands  that  the  hasty 
charges  of  children,  which  are  often  entire  misstatements,  should 
be  carefully  examined  and  tested  before  being  used  to  damage 
their  reputation. 

The  subject  of  Truancy  is  an  old  and  tiresome  one,  and  would 
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not  have  been  introduced  into  this  Report  were  it  not  that  your 
Committee  propose  some  practical  measure  to  counteract  this  evil. 
In  North  Easton  there  have  been  several  cases,  during  the  past 
year,  of  truancy,  one  of  which  has  been  joined  with  constantly 
increasing  misconduct.  We  find  that  reporting  these  cases  to 
parents  does  little  or  no  good,  the  pleasure  of  staying  from  school 
seeming  to  the  truant  sufficient  compensation  or  offset  for  the 
flogging  he  gets  at  home,  or  the  correction  he  receives  at  the 
hands  of  the  teacher.  To  expel  such  children  from  school  is  just 
what  they  would  desire,  and.  often  a  real  harm  to  the  child,  though 
apparently  demanded  by  the  interest  of  the  school.  What  seems 
to  be  needed  is  to  produce  a  wholesome  restraint  upon  the  rest 
by  sending  one  or  more  of  the  most  incorrigible  to  the  Reform 
School,  or  some  similar  place.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary 
for  the  town  of  Easton  to  adopt  such  provisions  in  the  General 
Statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  as  refer  to  this  subject  of  truant 
children  and  absentees  from  school,  and  to  appoint  truant  officers 
who  shall  attend  to  their  execution.  By-Laws  concerning  this 
subject  will  be  presented  at  the  approaching  Town  Meeting. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town,  in  March,  1870,  it  was  decided  to  hold 
the  High  School  at  North  Easton  twenty-six  weeks,  and  at  the 
Furnace  Tillage  fourteen  weeks.  The  experience  of  last  year 
proved,  however,  that  no  scholars  from  the  Furnace  Tillage  would 
attend  the  High  School  while  it  was  in  session  at  North  Easton, 
and  vice  versa,  none  from  North  Easton  would  follow  it  to  the 
Furnace  Tillage.  Yet  the  scholars  in  these  two  places  would 
need  continuous  instruction  throughout  the  year,  and  to  change 
from  the  High  to  the  Grammar  School  after  twenty-six  weeks  at 
North  Easton  and  after  fourteen  weeks  at  the  Furnace  Tillage, 
was  a  course  attended  with  serious  annoyance  and  detriment  to 
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schools  and  scholars  both.  Instead,  therefore,  of  employing  one 
High  School  master,  who  should  teach  part  of  the  time  in  one 
place  and  part  in  the  other,  the  Committee  considered  it  far  bet- 
ter to  secure  at  each  place  a  teacher  who  should  be  able  to  fulfill 
all  the  requirements  of  his  situation.  This  would  give  a  continu- 
ous school  at  both  places,  and  would  secure  to  the  town  the  sub- 
stantial benefit  of  two  High  Schools  in  fact,  if  not  in  name. 

These  two  masters  have  been  engaged  to  keep  their  respective 
schools  forty  weeks  each  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  the  presence  of  a 
master  is  essential  to  superintend  in  the  North  Easton  School 
House  throughout  all  the  school-year,  and  must  have  been  em- 
ployed in  addition  to  the  High  School  master,  had  the  latter 
taught  here  but  twenty-six  weeks,  the  present  arrangement  is  not 
only  far  better  than  the  other  could  be,  but  it  is,  for  the  reason 
just  given,  attended  with  little  if  any  increased  cost  to  the  town. 
Although  this  arrangement  will  not  suit  everyone,  yet  the  Com- 
mittee feel  confident  that  no  other  plan  which  can  be  proposed 
would  be  equally  satisfactory.  In  Nos.  1  and  2,  where  the  schol- 
ars live  at  too  great  a  distance  from  the  High  School  to  secure  its 
advantages,  we  have  faithfully  tried,  though  with  unequal  success, 
to  secure  competent  teachers,  who  would  in  some  measure  com- 
pensate these  Districts  for  the  disadvantages  under  which  they 
labor. 

The  Committee  has  little  to  add  to  this  already  too  lengthy 
Report  in  the  matter  of  details  concerning  the  respective  Dis- 
tricts,— matters  needing  special  mention  having  been  already 
considered.  We  believe  that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been 
a  good  degree  of  progress  in  the  different  schools,  equal  at  least 
to  that  of  former  years,  and  that  the  additional  number  of  school- 
weeks  has  made  this  perhaps  the  most  profitable  school  year  the 
town  has  enjoyed.  Ten  of  the  teachers  employed  during  the 
year  have  taught  before  in  town,  and  had  their  ability  fairly 
tested.  Several  of  these  are  very  competent  and  successful,  and 
deserve  not  only  their  well-earned  wages,  but  the  grateful  thanks 
of  all  those  who  have  at  heart  the  great  work  of  educating  and 
developing  the  minds  of  our  children.     Of  the  other  twelve 
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teachers  eight  were  in  the  employ  of  the  town  at  the  close  of  the 
various  schools.  Of  these,  none  are  failures,  and  some  of  them 
show  a  good  degree  of  talent.  Such  special  criticisms  and  com- 
mendations as  the  Committee  are  prompted  to  make  on  their 
teaching,  will,  however,  be  made  personally,  and  not  through  the 
medium  of  this  Report.
